TABLE OF REGNAL YEAES OF ENGLISH 
SOVEREIGNS. 



" In England, in the seventh, and so late as the thirteenth century, 
the year was reckoned from Christmas Day ; but in the twelfth century, 
the Anglican Church began the year on the 25th of March ; which 
practice was also adopted by civilians in the fourteenth century. This 
Style continued until the reformation of the Calendar by Stat. 24 
George II. c. 23, by which the Legal year was ordered to commence on 
the 1st of January, in 1753. It appears, therefore, that two calculations 
have generally existed in England for the commencement of the year ; 
viz. : — 

" 1. The HiSTOEiCAL year, which has, for a very long period, begun 
on the 1st of January. 

" 2. The Crvni, Bcclbsiasticaii, and Legal year, which was used by 
the Church, and in all public instruments, until the end of the 
thirteenth century, began at Christmas. In and after the four- 
teenth century, it commenced on the 25th of March, and so 
continued until the 1st of January, 1753. 

" The confusion which arose from there being two modes of com- 
puting dates in one kingdom must be sufficiently apparent ; for the 
Legislature, the Church, and Civilians, referred every event which 
happened between the 1st of January and the 25th of March to a 
different year from Historians. 

"To avoid, as far as possible, the mistakes which this custom pro- 
duced, it was usual to add the date of the Historical to that of the 
Legal year, when speaking of any day between the 1st of January and 
the 25th of March, thus : — 

„„ ^ „,8 (*.e. the Civil and Legal year, 
January 30, IG^g |^.^ ^^^ Historical year ; 

or, thus : — 

January 30, 1648-9. 

" This practice, common as it has long been, is nevertheless frequently 
misunderstood ; and even learned and intelligent persons are sometimes 
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perplexed by dates being so written. The explanation is, however, 
perfectly simple, for the lower or last figure always indicates the year 
according to our present computation. 

" In Scotland, the year was ordered to commence on the 1st of 
January instead of the 25th of March, 1600, by a proclamation dated 
the 17th of December, 1599 ; but the Old Style continued to be used 
until altered in 1752, pursuant to the Stat. 24 George II." — Nicolas's 
Chronology. 

" Public documents in England, from the time of Richard the First, down to the 
present day, have been usually dated with the year of the reign of the sovereign, and 
not with the year of our Lord. (We must, however, except the years following the 
death of Charles the First, until the restoration of Charles the Second [1648-9 to 1660], 
when the name of the sovereign giving place to ' The Keepers of the Libertie of 
England by Authority of Parliament,' during the first five years, and afterwards, 
' Oliver Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England, Scotland and Ireland and 
the Dominions thereto belonging,' the year of our Lord, the month and the day of the 
month were the only dates given). Consequently, to be able to determine the year of 
our Lord, for any year of a sovereign's, reign we must have a chronological list, 
showing the first and last date of the reign of each sovereign. 

" In the early years of the English history, after the Norman Conquest, it appears 
that the reign of the sovereign did not commence until some act of sovereignty had 
been performed ; the commencement of the reign being sometimes reckoned from the 
day of the coronation, of which practice there is evidence amongst the memoranda 
taken from the 'Black Book' of the Exchequer, under the date '16 November,' 
where the years of the reign of Henry III. have been counted from his coronation. 
It is obvious, however, that the dates given in the ' Public Records ' for the com- 
mencement and determination of each sovereign's reign must alone be recognised, to 
the exclusion of all other systems, when our object is to verify written dates to be met 
with in the Legal Records. A question concerning the date of the accession of the 
sovereign was taken into consideration in the first year of the reign of Elizabeth in 
Michaelmas Term, when the Judges, Chief Baron, Attorney General, and Solicitor 
General formed several resolutions in relation to the statute (1 Edw. VI. c. 7) for the 
discontinuance of certain oflices on the demise of the king ; the first being that ' the 
king who is heir or successor may write and begin his reign the said day that his 
progenitor or predecessor died.' " — Bond, Eandyhooh of Rules and Tables for Verifying 
Sates, 1873. 



Of the two dates standing opposite to each year of a reign in the following Table, 
the first is the commencement and the second the end of the regnal year. In using 
this Table, it is necessary to observe that it is calculated according to the Common and 
Histm-ioal year, riz., fro^t the 1st of January ; but, as the Civil, Ecclesiastical and 
Legal year, for a long period, began on the 25th of March, all dates between the 1st of 
January and the 25th of March belong, according to the Ciril computation, to one year 
earlier than the Historical year. 

For example :— Fi'om the 1st of January to the 25th of March, in the first year of 
the reign of William the Conqueror, was in the Civil year 1066, instead of 1067. For 
the same reason, Edward lU.'s reign is sometimes said to have begun on the 25th of 
January, 1326, instead of the 26th of January, 1327 ; Henry V.'s on the 21st of March, 
1412, instead of the 21st of March, HIS; Edward IV.'s on the 4th of March, 1460, 
instead of the 4th of March, 1461 ; and the same remark, mutatis mutandis, applies 
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to the commencement of the reigns of Edward VI., James I., Charles II., James II., 
William and Mary, and Queen Anne, according to whether the Historical, or Cixil year 
be alluded to.

* Although Charles II. did not become King, de facto, until the 29th of May, 1660, 
his regnal years were computed from the death of his father, 30th January, 1648-9, so 
that the year of his restoration is called the twelfth of his reign. 

During the Commonwealth, from the 30th of January, 1649, to the 29th of May, 
1660, no other date was used in public instruments than the year of our Lord, the 
month, and the day of the month. It may be useful to observe, that Olivbe 
Cromwell assumed the title of "The Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland," on the 16th of December, 1653, with the style of 
"His Highness." He died at Whitehall, on Friday, the ^ of September, 1658 ; and 
his son, Richard Cromwell, was proclaimed Protector the next day, the -ijc of 
September, and resigned the office in May, 1659.

The general principles 
of the law are, as might be expected, the same in the English- 
speaking provinces of Canada as in England. Torts, however, 
is not a subject, but an extensive group of subjects: and it is 
therefore not easy for the Canadian lawyer to be sure that 
the same general principle has been applied in any particular 
instance on this side as on the other side of the Atlantic. 
It will not require much research to discover that there are 
considerable variations between the law as laid down by 
English and by Canadian judges in such complex subjects as 
Trespass, Distress, Negligence, and the other branches oi 
Torts, and that the decisions of both are much affected by 
differing statutory conditions.
